Oral Answers to Que'stions 

In 1930s Andhras were the po^neers of the Film 
Industry in the South and cur films were having wide 
market in all the States of the South, At the same time 
due to the increasing linguistic influences, each section of 
the people within the States of South Indin ha^l become 
conscious of their culture, language and tradition, and 
each in their own way started developing their own Film 
indutry. This in fact was a welcome development and we 
Andhras, may also be proud of this, as linguistic consci- 
ousness came into being of the initiative we had fest 
taken for a linguistic and cultural State, 

Fflm Industry in other States started growing as a 
part and parcel of their culture. By T^SOs the Tamil 
Film Tndustrv evolved it<?elfasthe major force in the 
South and eclipsed our market in other Southern States 
and also started making in-roads in our State. 

At this time o*her Film Industries like Malayalam 
and Karnatic also felt the need of an independent existence 
and started building up their own ProductioBS and 
Studios, Even though thev have started originally at 
Madras, these have now trecked back to their own States 
and their State Governments are offering them facilities 
for starting: their Studios and Productions and we are sure 
they will flourish shortly. 

With the formation of Andhra PradesK we fortuna- 
tely got a city like Hyderabad as our Capital though it has 
much of the Northern Indian culture setup and tradi- 
tions- 

During earlier years, the Telugu film industry had 
entrenched itself deep in the city of Madras and it never 
bothored to give consideration to the thought of shi^s^ 
il^ place of operation to its natural cultural ixntjm iSz^, 
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Hyderabad. Because of this lack of foresight we were loos- 
ing our eminence in the city of Madras, The idea of 
choosing an alternative place to Madras for Telugu Film 
Production was never accepted by the Telugu Film Indus- 
trialists on some plea or other even though they were 
never able to persuade even a single theatre owner (though 
number of them are Andbras) in the City of Madras to 
screen Telugu Films regularly. 

As it has been the tradition of the 'Sarathis' as the 
Producers of pictures like *Ma1a Pilla' and *Raitu Bidda\ 
in the early 30s reflectim^ our national struggles and the 
teachings of Mahatma Gandhi, and also as one of the 
pioneers in the Motion Picture Industry of South, the idea 
of constructing a Studio at Hyderabad was first thought 
of by them on the eve of the formation of Visalaandhra'^ 
and implemented that idea by the year 1958. 

In fact, if one reviews th^ past att mpts in building 
Cine- Film Studios in Andhra, it was not at all an attrac- 
tive venture to construct a Film Studio in Hyderabad- On 
such occasions one remembers the unfruitful past experi- 
ments at Vizag, Rijahmundry, Hyderabad and Vijaya^ 
wada, in which places Studios were started by our pioneers 
like Sri C. Pallaiah, Sri Mahabir Singh, Rajah of Mirja- 
pur. ThDse attempts hid proved a failure- in view of the 
lack of support from the then G >vernments and also due 
to very limited environment for Film production bjisiness 
in th^se places at that lims. 

t 

All these failures made our task of thinking of 
starting a Film Studio in Hyderabad doubly adven- 
turous and there are more in the industry who thought 
that our Idea of establishing a Film Studio in the Andhra 
Capital Wds more a business suicide than a patriotic 
vesture.' Evea then, ia the traditions of the ''Sarathis'* 
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we had come forward and built a fully equipped Film 
Studio and produced 9 pictures of our own in Tclugu as 
well as in Tamil, one p cture of Navasakti Film (P) Ltd., 
two piciures of Hyderabad Movies and oae picture of 
Jagriii Cliitra and number of Documentaries Our feelmg 
of satisfaction that we were able to cio a little in our 
humble way for tlie cultural advancement of our Nation 
at Hyderabad had n^ade us happily to surmount most of 
the dijficuities that came up in the early days of Film Pro- 
duction at Hyderabad. The very fact that the *'Sarathi 
Studios" was able to stand up on its legs and produce 
pictures in Telugu and Tamil had disproved the notion 
that Madras alone was a suitable place for Film Produc- 
tion for Andlii;a^ 

The patriotic decision of Sri A. Nages^wara Rao, the 
popular hero of our Telugu film industry, to shift his 
permanent residence from Madras to Hyderabad and that 
of Sri D. Madhusudhana Rao, Managing Director o* 
Annapurna Pictures (P) Limited, regional award wmaers 
to shih their Film Production place to Hyderabad had 
helped Andhra Film production industry immensely, ija 
stabdising its foundations in Hyderabad- This has also 
helped to bring into Hyderabad another two awards win- 
ners, Producer Sri A.V, Subba Rao of Prasad Art Pictu-^ 
res (P) Limited, Veteran Producer-Director Sri P. PuUiaii 
of Padmashri Pictures and Producer Sri Rajendra Prasad 
of Jagapati Pictures to produce their pictures in the CapitU 
and thus keep the present Studios engaged to its limited 
capacity of Production. 

It is in fact very oppoituae that the State GoVera- 
ment is bestowing its attention to come to the aid of the 
Film Industry at this Juncture, For the stabilisation of Fiim 
Production at this moment, we feel we should have atleai^t 
one or more Studios in our City of Hyderabad. THE 
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FIRST CONSIDERATION THE STATE GOVERN- 
MENT HAS TO SHOW TO THIS INDUSTRY IS TO 
ENCOURAGE LOCAL ENERTPRENEURS AND 
INDUSTRIALISTS TO COME FORWARD TO CON- 
STRUCT ONE OR MORE STUDIOS IN THE CITY, 

It Is slowly being realised even in a place like Madras 
that Telugu Film industry has got to shift itself to its 
Cultural centre viz., Hyderabad, so as to be able to reflec'^ 
the Culture of its people in its best form. 

In fact this is badly required for the Cultural advance- 
ment of Andhra Pradesh in general and for the city of 
Hyderabad in pariicular- 

The City of Hyderabad is fast growing as our capital 
City. Though in very many ways it has started reflecting 
its influences at the capital city of Andhra Pradesh it is 
still failing to reflect its influences as the Cultural centre of 
Andhras. 

To change this and to lay proper foundations, the 
State Government should give its best attention to" attract 
the best Artistes, Musicians and Men of letters to its 
capital. Most of the fine arts are being patronised in the 
best possible way by the Film industry and that is one of 
the main reasons why most of our writers and artistes are 
continuing their stay in Madras even after the formation 
of Andhra Pradesh, if Telugu Film industry is shifted to 
Hyderabad, very many people who are engaged in Fine 
Arts would shift to tlie Capital. 

Films have come to stay as the most dominant form 
of entertainment, carriers of culture and patrons of fine 
arts. This is all the more so in Andhra Pradesh where 
the best possible net-work of rural cinema theatres have 
developed io comparison to many other States.

Copy of the letter from Shri A* Kag€s^vara Rao, Cine Ariisf 
giving suggestions for the encoiiragevwit to the Fihn Industry inth$ 
State : 

India h progressing rapidh in many directions. Tfee 
progress can be seen in several spheres including industry 
which contributes for the major revenues. If we consider 
Cinema Industry along with other Industries, we can know 
how Cinema plays its vital role in the welfare of the coun- 
try. Talcing World Cine Industry as a whole. Cinema 
occupied th-e second place a^ a source of income till 
recently. Moreover. Cinema is themaiTi aj?«iicy thnough 
^^hich our Fine Arts cf?n be developed artd oitf cultiifal 
heritage preserved Our ancient Art can bfe cl^tly d^ie^ 
ted to our people, as well as people abroad, tfcmti#l tW^ 
audio-visual medium. Our way of living, o«t Cultlirai' 
standards, our customs and our attitude towaMs fife etw* 
be let known to others effectively through this itf^ltfidi 
There is much scope in Cinema for the d6vefd|it}ieni 6f 
Music, Literature, Art, Action, Dance, AttMledhSf^ 
Painting and above all atmosphere for original thinking, 
yn no other Industry in the world Science and Art nave 
combined themselves so closely, to give expression lo 
human creative genius. We can inspire our people Sy 
our powerful Mythological and Historical "stories fftfoil'gH 
the medium of Cinema. This medium can also l>6 utilised 
tu carry the message of our five-year plans and ttus enlisl 
much more effective public co-operation and sup|k»rt fn 
the re-construction of New India, No other i&e^ttfi} is 
so powerful as Cinema to create right typtf of a^tiiS* 
among public and mould them asf good citiaeilt #t<«HW^* 
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row. Time has come to think-over under what .circums- 
tances this best medium of Cine Industry is working, at 
present. This question is being raised not only in Cine 
Industry, but also among every citizen. 

In some foreign countries, separate Ministries are 
created for Cine Industry. Government in such countries 
have attached much importance for the development of 
Cine Industry by allotting separate portfolio for the same. 
Unfortunately, in our Country there was no scope to think 
about this, as we were under foreign rule till recently. 
Since Independence, our Leaders have to concentrate on 
other developmental schemes or immediate need in the 
country. As such cine field lagged behind and has to 
stand on its own legs Of late, our National Govern- 
ment have realised the importance of this Industry and 
encouragement is forthcoming from the last 4 or 5 years. 
Government of India in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting have announced State awards annually 
People experienced in fine arts are being nominated to 
Rajva Sabha at the Centre, and Legislative Councils in 
the States. Sangeetha Nataka-akademies have been insti- 
tuted. Film Finance Corporation and Film Institute 
have been established. 

^ The State Govetnment of Bengal has taken the lead 
m encouraging film industry in their State by giving cash' 

subsidies to the Bengali producers. The results of such 
incentives are well known by the Bengali pictures' achieve- 
ments m National and International Film world. The 
State Government of Maharastra has instituted cash 
prizes for feature films and Documentaries as an encou- 
ragement for better production of films in Marathi. Simi- 
lar piopasals are under consideration in the States like 
Mysore, Orissa and Punjab. ' 
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COMING TO TELUGU CINE INDUSTRY, in the 
composite Madras State, Telugii iilni:> \s2r nroducjd it 
Madras along with Tamil Films. Our arus cs and Techni- 
cians have made substantial contiibuiion to the de\elop- 
ment of South Indian Film Industry and haw accounted 
for production of what can be called '-C. asdics'". Even 
after the formation of Andhra Pradesh, Telugu Films 
are being produced at Madras only. There is no exagge- 
ration to say, that Madras is the Cine Capital for Andhra 
Films, even to-day- 

It is but natural every Andhra should think that the 
venue of the Telugu Cme Industry should be shifted to 
Hyderabad, Capital of Andhra Pradesh from Madras, so 
that we fcaa develop the industry to suit the culture of our 
State. The State Government, Artistes, other personnel 
m the Cine field and the public in general should bestow 
proper thought on tins aspect. All should co-operate and 
plan for the estaDiisnment, development and progress of 
this Industry m our State. 

It is also to be considered that how the Sarathi 
Studio, the only Studio in Andhra Pradesh is working at 
present at Hyderabad^ how much loss it is incurring and 
how much loss the Producers are incurring by taking their 
films in Hyderabad- Tiie reasons for the loss snouid be 
ascertained and ways for overcoming the difficulties should 
be invented by one and all. 

With my experience over nine years on Stage and 
twenty years on Sc-:een, I venture to offer the following 
suggesdons for the development of Cine Industry m 
Andhra Pradesh for your kind consideration > 

L For Producers who come from Madras and 
other places and take their fiilms at Hydera- 
t>adt the extra cost of Prodactioa involved is 
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Rs. 75,000/-viz., Rs. 35,C00/-on travelling 
for bringing major Artistes, minor ariistes, 
junior artistes and various types of technici- 
ans ta Hyderabad from Madras: Rs. 25,000/- 
towards Boardmg and Lodging at Hyderabad 
for the'maintenance of the same personnel and 
an extra sum of Rs. 15,000/-for maintaining 
two Production Offices, one at Madras and 
another at HyJerabad- 

This extra cost of Production of Rs. "/ 5,000/^ 
may be subsidised by the Government which will 
not only attract good number of Producers to 
Hyderabad but also promote the chances of 
gradually shifting the Cine Industry to Hydera 
b%d* There are about 50 Producers in the Telugu 
Cine Industry. A social Picture on an average 
costs about Rs. 6,25,uOp/- for its production. 
The details of this expenditure for a pictuie are 
shown ai Annexure. Out of Rs. 6,255000/-, the 
major expenditure goes on artistes' remuneration, 
cost of Raw Films, Hire Charges for Studio, 
Shooting expenses, sets etc.. But, if the same 
picture is produced at Hyderabad, another 
RsJ5,000/- have to be incurred as detailed above. 
Even if tae ^extra cost js advaaced as subsidy, 
there will be no loss to Government, Supposing 
if 20 Producers produce iheir films within the State 
tiiey spend abpul Rs. 125 lakJis (o 1/4 lakhs x 20) 
towards.Prodyction cost of 20 Fibns. 

Out of this amount, much will go to the

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The argument that the Telugu artistes and technicians 
in Madras are not interested in coning to Hyderabad need 
not be taken veiy seriously. Wc lealise through our own 
experiences the pLasure the artistes and other technicians 
feel when they come and work in the capital, in their land- 
and m the midst of their own people* 

With the emergence of Hindi as the National Langu- 
age and with the growing influence of Hmdi everywhere^ 
Hyderabad city offers an unique opportunity for the pro- 
duction of multi-lingual tllms with its peculiar surround- 
ings of ports and Palaces representing a combination of 
Hindu and Moughal style of architecture. The very fact 
that **Sarathi Studios" lias produced Telugu and Tamij 
versions of its pictures in Hyderabad, proved that 
Hyderabad doe5 not produ^^e any special piobleiBs for the 
multi-lingual picture pioducticn projects. In fact, if the 
industry is given a tirm foaadation here with the help of 
the State Government Producers from Bombay can also 
be atracted and our Producers can start to think in terms 
of makmg bi-Unguai oi tri-iingual tilms like Hindi-^Telugu 
or Hindi-TelugU'-Tamil etc.. etc., The present rush of 
Producers of lamil, Telugu and Hindi pictures to our 
city for out--door location shootings also gives an encoura- 
ging picture in this direction. 

The State Government will be amply rewarded 'for its 
efforts to attract Film industry to this place, for, if Hydera- 
bad is developed as the Telugu Cine Centre, it will be 
able to provide employment to the tune of about 10,000 
people ia the form of artistes, ja4ijiicians> d^mm^ pain- 
tefs^ technicians of various types^ carpenters, moulders 
aad others, hips^xt from this, they witt lay foundation for 
a BumbeE-of other subsidiary occupatiow around the Film 
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Whatever financial support the Government would 
be able lo give to th:^ Local Producers, who produce their 
films in Hyderabad city, will be easily reimbursed by way 
of realisations from Incon>Tax, Sales tax and the State 
Government share fcom the ^^Central Excise Duty on re- 
lease prints and other taxes levied by the Centre on Film 
trade. 

In view of our understanding of the Film Industry for 
the past 23 years, vv^e humbly put forward the following 
proposals for your kind consideration with the hope that 
you would be able to put firm, foundation for the stabilisa- 
tion of the Film Industry in Andhra Pradesh :— 

PROPOSALS. 

I. As stated in the preamble the State Government 
should encourage Local entrepreneur* and 
Industrialists lo construct one or more Studi- 
os in the Capital, For this purpose, liberal 
loans, sites acquired at reasonable rates, 
cheap<:r electrical energy and buildmg mate- 
rials be allotted. We once again emphasise 
that construction of new Studios becomes the 
cornerstone for woiking up of the shifting of 
the Film Industry to Hyderabad ; 

II. The State Government should consider to attra- 
ct the Film Producers by offering them aileast 
5% Entertainment tax rebate for pictures 
produced within the State. 

Apparently this may look as a drain on the State 
Exchequer. But in reality, each Loca^ 
Producer would be adding a minimum 
Income of Rs. 1 lakh to the State Exchequ- 
er in the form of Sales tax, Excise Puty, 
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Income Tax. Prot>ertv tax etc.. The above 
income does lot includ ihe h ru\;.nuc;^ 
the Government would reciexe from the 
subsidiary occupations of the man\ depen- 
dants on the FHin Tndustrv : 

ni. As in some other States, the State Government 
should initiate cash prizes for the best Telugu 
Feature Films Children's Films and Docu- 
mentaries : 

Producers, Artistes and Techninicians winning 
awards must be honoured and made mem- 
bers of the respective cultural Academies 
sponsored by the Government. 

IV. The State Government should help either 
by floting a Company under it^ own manase- 
ment and control or by helping the producers 
to come into such co-operative union for the 
purposes of developing Export Market for 
our pictures, <irecially in South-East Asia, 
Middle East and other Aasian countries. 

We are sure with the encouracement and aid of 
the Government if our pictures are re-edit- 
ed to the requirements of other countries, 
and either they are dubbed or sub-titled 
into the respective languages, they can 
earn us considerable amount of much need- 
ed Foreign currency. 

It may not be out of place here to draw the atten- 
tion of the Government to the filra'*Pather 
Panchali'* which brought our country fame 
and foreign currency would not have seen 
the light but for the bold step taked by

late Dr. B. C. Roy, the then Chief Minister 
of West Bengal in (Opposition to the views 
of the traditionalists in the industry to 
finance the brokenhearted Producer-Direc 
tor Sri Satyajit Roy to complete the pro- 
duction of the picture. 

It is also essential to note that new ventures and 
new techniques catch the attention of the 
advance countries But, the producer is 
generally afraid to take up such venture on 
his own because of his limited finances 
and hence tied up to the so-called "Box 
Office Formula". 

V. It is desirable that the State Government 
considers to-set up Film Finance Corporation 
on the lines of the Indian Film Finance Cor- 
poration sponsored by the Government of 
India. Such a support will help Producers 
to try new paths in stories as well as new 
talent for acting etc., 

VI The State Government should increase 
its Film Publicity media ? and improve its 
output of Documentaries, In fact hardly one 
or two Documentaries are being produced 
per year and they are not enough even for 
them much needed Plan publicity. Here we 
suggest the State Government should encou- 
rage in the State, Documentary Films, Chil- 
dren's Educational Films and Scientific Films 
Production by amateur^ and professionals. 

While concluding we once again gratefully acknow- 
ledge^ interest the Government is taking in the Film 
iBi^stry adi4.we whole-heartedly thank you- for this. 
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cians working in the Sim industry will be spent 
within the State. Thus 70% of the money which 
is now spent outside the State towards Production 
of films can be diverted to our £*tate by way of 
Artistes' remuneration. Studio hire. Costumes, 
Set materials and Properties etc.. Further, it will 
create an employmeni potential for about 10,000 
people. 

There are already enquiries from emir e it 
Producers like Shri Mehboob Khan and Shri 
Bimal Roy for filming the natural scenaries and 
Historical l^ckground of our City for their 
^ploftisBes. Tbe pitrsent Film Industry in Hydera- 
bad coiild not provide the nicessary out-door 
equipments to meet the demands of thi6 North 
Indian Producers. Hence, if the Film Industry 
is fully developed in our State, we cm acquire 
additional revenues by attracting the North Indi- 
an Producers, by providing them necessary faci- 
lities in all departments of Film Production. 

As the Prodt^ers have already been incur- 
rlhg-'^outt-door^aipments from out-side the State 
for shooting out-door scenes, the State Govera- 
metit should allow the Prodncers to shdot the 
beauty spots in the states, free of any cherges, as 
in the case of the Central Government. 

tt: Sri Saratht Studios is the only Studio available 
in Andhra Pradesh. WUh the existiog faci- 
IHies in the Studio, it is not possioie to pro- 
duce more than 5 plcftiieS In a year. Hence, 
GoVerameM may extend financial assistance 
to tti<^%3fisl!tig Sttfdio for provkliisg additio- 

^ iaal»^iBotl<%^oos««^»^^<i^««fets for th« 
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Production capacity of atleast 10 Pictures a 

year. 

The establishment of a Second Studio is 
highly essential for accommodating at least 10 
more Producers out of 50 Producers now existing 
in Telugu Film Industry* Unless this is also 
fulfilled, we cannot see any fruitful results in 
developing the Film Industry in a larger scale in 
our State, Hence, Government may also consi- 
der the possibility of giving financial assistance to 
a minimum extent of Rs, 10,00,000/- on the 
terms as in the case of small Scale Industrial 
Units, and acquire suitable and necessary land 
at nominal rate, for the construction of a new 
Studio at Hyderabad. 

This existing. Studio is^ able to provide 
employment for more than 125 people. Aacilliary 
Industries like Carpentry, Moulding, Painting 
can be developed. If more Studios are construc- 
ted and more pictures are produced in our State, 
the employment oppoi tunities can be created for 
at least to 10 thousand people in our State. 

HI. At present most of the Artistes, Technicians 
and junior and Supporting artistes are resid- 
ing at Madras with their families. If they 
are provided with accommodation at Hydera- 
bad, they Will be inclined to shift theij; resi- 
deMes to Hyderabad fron? Madras. Thus 
they wiU be able to devote full time to their 
^ work and also trian ttie local talent. It is 
not only espensive^ Imt , also inconvinience 
for the Cine staiBt to work at Hyderabad for 
joager ^$ri<?d8," witJi^ t^t.JamiUei at 
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Madras. An artiste or a technician will 
sentimentall .' be attravted bv t'i.» nr.r i,i -;i 
of quaiters at Hyderabad. 

Government may therefore acquire 100 acres 
of House site around Hyderabad and construct 
a Colony under tbw co-operative Housing Board 
Scheme. This ^^ ill facilitate all the technicians 
to live in the same locality and co-ordinaie their 
work. 

IV, To creat incentive among the Producers and to 
raise the standards of Film Production, State 
awards may be introduce c' by the Govern- 
ment. The theme of the Film may have a 
. bearing on the Mythological, Historical^ 

Social and also the Progress of Five year 
Plan, Community Development Programmes 
etc, J, A committee of Judges may be consti- 
tuted in which Government Officials, Experi- 
enced Artistes and people of High Stature 
and reputation may be represented. Cash 
prizes may be awarded as follows,

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State will have much income by way of Sa,les-tax, Income- 
tax.

10% of the 
total amount will go towards Sales-tax i.e., Rs. 10,000/^ 
for a picture. If 20 picturts are produced in a year, the 
State will get Rs. 2 lakhs towards Sales-tax alone on the 
sale ofra*v film. 

When once the Industry is settled at Hyderabad, the 
Ciiy will have more rotation of money which can be uti- 
lised for various purposes.

More employment opportunities will be-thrown open 
to the local Public* in fields like labour, carpentry. Paint- 
ing, Moulding, musical imstruraents players. Make-up 
men, Tailors, Costumes men etc., and the Government 
burden in solving unenployment problem wiU be relieved 
to that extent. 

,/^otherremarkable,featu,re is that .local talei^t,cafi be 
encip|j|i:aged.
